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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner believes App licant's arguments with 
respect to claims 1 and 11, pages 13-17, have adequately been addressed in the previous office action. Applicant argues that Depledge 
et al (US 5,899,988) , hereinafter "Depledge", does not disclose the following element: "providin g a logical representation of the data, the 
logical representation abstractly describing a second physical representation of the data, wherein the second physical representation of 
the data is generated from the first physical representation of the data". However, Examiner believes that the above element is taught by 
Depledge, see pages 3 and 17-18 of the previous office action. Applicant also states that Depledge fails to teach " on the basis of the 
relationships between the data elements defined according to the first physical representation of the data, determining corresponding 
relationships between corresponding data structures defined according to the second physical representation of the data". However, 
Examiner believes that the above element is taught by Depledge, see pages 3 and 17-18 of the previous office action. Applicant also 
states that Depledge fails to teach "generating logical relationships abstractly describing the determined corresponding relationships, 
each logical relationship defining a path between data structures of the second physical representation". However, Examiner believes 
that the above element is taught by Depledge, see pages 4 and 18-19 of the previous office action. With respect to Applicant arguments 
regarding claim 18; Applicant states that Depledge fails to teach "receiving an abstract query comprising logical fields and corresponding 
values, wherein each of the logical fields is defined in the data abstraction model," and "transforming, by operation of a processor, t he 
abstract query into an executable query capable of being executed against the physical data". However, Examiner believes that the 
above element is taught by Depledge, see page 8 of the previous office action. 
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
